anc* than the bringing to trial of the 
murder* rs of General Riva, w hether 
or not the present conditions under 
which the life of any one of the two 
million and odd citizens of Cuba is at 
tho m ercy of any m em ber of the priv- 
Beged class of one hundred and six­ 
teen men Composing the tw o houses 
of th** national legislature. 
T h e special session will be asked 
to adopt a law of procedure which 
shall deline the article of the consti­ 
tution conf* rring im m unity in a m an­ 
n er adequate to the proper function­

republican regime.

congress will do no one can say, but 
th e opinion is alm ost universal th a t

All pistol licenses have been revoked 
tim e and time again, only to be r e is ­ 
sued, until Hie ranks of the regularly 
licensed “gunm en’’ were recruited to 
their custom ary strength. 
But these 
constitute only a small proportion of 
the Cubans who habitually go armed, 
and would as soon think of leaving 
hom e w ithout revolver and knife as 
without their hats.

weapons under the severest penalties, 
b ut there is little reason to hope that 
congress can he induced even to con­ 
sider such a law.

Berlin, Aug. 2.— Dr. Max Moszkow*- 
ski, of Berlin, who has won distinc­ 
tion by his scientific researches in 
New Guinea, succeeded in giving him­ 
self an unmistakable case of beri-beri 
by living for 138 days upon a diet 
consisting almost exclusively of hull­ 
ed rice. 
He believes his experiments 
support the theory formerly held by 
him, that beri beri is a disease in­ 
duced by certain foods and not due to 
an injection of any kind from with­ 
out, as has been maintained by many 
investigators. 
Dr. Moskowski. who in 1911 advan­ 
ce his theory in an address before the 
Berlin 
Medical society, reported at 
the society’s last m eeting the results 
of the experiment which he has just 
finished. 
After a few weeks of hull­ 
ed rice diet the nervous disturbances 
accompanying beri beri appeared, and 
the ease was then diagnosed as beri­ 
beri by Dr. Sehuffner, the noted au­ 
thority 
in this 
line. 
The 
typical 
dropsical affection of the skin 
fol­ 
lowed, with soreness of certain groups 
of muscles, 
stomach 
disturbances, 
and eventually the typical and dan­ 
gerous irregularities of the heart ac­ 
tion . 


Dr. Moszkowski then treated him­ 
self with injections of an extract pre­ 
pared from rice hulls. 
He recovered 
rapidly and is now quite w ell. 
In­ 
jections of this extract 
also 
cured 
pigeons and liens which had become 
affected with beri-beri after a hulled 
rice diet. 
Dr. Moskkowski believes th<" hulled 
rice contains a poisonous substance 
which is neutralized when the hulls 
also are eaten. 
Furthermore, the 
fact that the phosphorus content of 
rice lies entirely in the hull probably 
is of importance. 
He believes that 
beri-beri has a distinct relationship to 
scurvy and rickets.

20,000 savages of the Island of For­ 


mosa, hotter known as “h ea l hunt­ 
ers,” who have refused to submit to 
the domination of Japan. When Japan 
was ceded Formosa in 
1893 at the 
conclusion of the war with China the 
“head hunters,” so named because of 
their custom of bringing human heads 
to all ceremonies, 
numbered 
about 
150,000, but successive campaigns and 
peace overtures by the Japanese have 
now limited them to the Taruco tribe,

gradually extended into 
the 
savage 
district, until the dominion of tho 
head hunters was restricted to the 
mountains which must now be as­ 
sailed. 
The Japanese hope to make 
peaceful farmers out of those who 
are left at the end of the present ex­ 
pedition .

A notable contribution to the dis­ 
cussion of tile relation of the West to 
the East, opened up by the Californian 
land bill agitation, has been made by 
Count Okuma, “the Grand Old Man of 
Japan,” who declares that Japan’s fu­ 
ture success depends upon her devel­ 
opment of foreign intercourse. 
Count Oklma writes of this problem 
iii a volume fresh from the press. 
The statesman constantly 
uses 
the 
word “taisei.” meaning trend, tend.- 
ency, current or movement. 
Dividing 
history 
into 
the 
ante-medieval and 
post-medieval 
periods, 
the 
writer 
points 
out 
that 
in 
the 
former 
period oriental races overran Europe, 
while in the latter European races in­ 
vaded the oriental w’orld. This pulsa­ 
tion, or movement of races. Count 
Okuma calls the “taisei” or “tend­ 
ency of history.” 
Three successive waves have swept 
Japan. 
The first period began with 
Oda Nobunaga. when the Portuguese, 
Hollanders. English and other Euro­ 
peans sought intercourse with Japan. 
The second wa* the Russian move­ 
ment which began to he felt after one 
hundred and fifty years of seclusion, 
and the third reached its culmination 
with the coming of Commodoio Perry 
from the United States. 
The attitude of a country toward 
this world tendency decides its fate. 
The count says, “To folow’ the taisei 
is to rise, and to 
oppose the 
taisei 
means destruction.’’ This law, he de­ 
clares, holds in the material world, 
and as a principle it pervades human 
history. 
The course for a nation to 
pursue is to obey the world tendency, 
to mount upon it, and to guide it. It 
was this attitude that saved Japan 
from destruction. 
If Japan for any 
reason should assume an attitude of 
hostility and opposition to the world 
tendency, her doors would be sealed. 
Count Okuma considers it a matter 
of good fortune that Japan took good 
advantage of the world tendency when 
the movement was felt pressing at 
her door. 
“The progress of Japan 
lr 
the future,” Count Okuma con­ 
cludes, “ will depend upon the nation’s 
success or failure in effecting inter­ 
course with foreign nations.”

theatrical 
season of London closes with the 
ording of the social season in July. 
When all the town 
houses 
of 
the 
West End lower their blinds the cur­ 
tains of the leading theaters drop un­ 
til fall, and the principal London man­ 
agers go touring through 
the 
pro­ 
vinces. 
This last season has been another 
of those disastrous experiences like 
the “unusual winters so common in 
Indiana.” 
Moving pictures 
for 
the 
masses and the music halls for the 
tired business man get 
the 
blame 
from tho magnates of the legitimate, 
but the lack of good plays also un­ 
doubtedly has had much to do with 
the slump in business. 
Revivals of 
old favorites have been the real suc­ 
cesses of the year, with only two or 
three exceptions. 
The plays drawing 
most people today are Sardou’s “Di­ 
plomacy,” a veteran of forty years’ 
I fe, and Pinero’s “The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray,” with Sir George Alexan­ 
der and Mrs Patrick Campbell in th- 
parts they played twenty years ago. 
Crowding them closely in popularity 
is a 
revival of “Bunty 
Pulls 
the 
Strings” and “Milestones,” which has 
drawn steadily through 
its 
second 
season. 
Many of the new plays have run 
brief and disastrous courses. 
Englisn 
managers do not pay actors for re­ 
hearsals. 
A current story is of an 
actor w'ho requested salary for three 
weeks rehearsing. When the manager 
expressed surprise at this presume 
tion, the actor said: 
“Pay me for 
the rehearsals, and I will throw in 
my work for the run of the piece.” 
Several American plays have been 
tried here, as usual. 
Only a minority 
were fairly successfYil. 
Yet American 
managers seem never to tire of pay­ 
ing money to learn that London is not 
Broadway. 
The one theatrical event of histori­ 
cal importance has been the farewell 
season of Sir Johnstone Forbes-Rob- 
ertson and Lady Robertson, who was 
Gertrude Elliott. 
They managed to 
till the enormous Drury Lane theater 
foi several weeks, with Hamlet as the 
chief attraction. 
Today Drury Lane is a rival of the 
Covent Garden opera.

The most advanced 
step 
in 
the 
labor-socialist program which is being 
formulated as a protest against the 
alleged mildness of the social legis­ 
lation of the present government has 
been marked by the introduction in 
parliament from the labor benches of 
a bill for the nationalization of all 
coal and other mineral mines.

first reading of the bill was moved by 
Stephen Walsh, the most independent

Briefly 
alated, the law contemplates: 
1. 
The fixing of an appointed day 
on which the state is to take over all 
the coal mines and minerals in the 
kingdom. 
2. Compensation to all those who 
have in good faith 
invested 
their 
money in the sinking and equipment 
of mines. 
3. 
No compensation whatever to 
royalty owners; the bill categorically 
refuses to recognize or acknowledge 
their rights. 
4. 
That the amount of compensa­ 
tion be calculated on the actual out­ 
put for the previous 
five 
years, 
a 
maximum of $2.50 a ton being paid in 
the case of mines with an output of 
more than 100,000 tons a year, and 
of $3 a ton in mines of smaller pro­ 
duction. 
5. 
That a minister of mines be ap­ 
pointed, with commissioners to give 
him advice, three 
representing 
the 
Mining association, three the Miners’ 
federation 
and 
three 
the 
Trades’ 
Union Congress. 
6. 
That the minister of mine* to 
be empowered to acquire any lands 
compulsorily; to carry on the busi­ 
ness of selling 
coal 
to 
consumers, 
and. apparently, to fix the pries of 
coal. 
7. 
That the mines he acquired by 
the formation of a 3 per cent co**I 
mines stock, the dividends payable 
cut of the proceeds of the business.
